Slowly the “Devil Dogs” are getting 
up into the clouds of Maryland. F ri­

A petition, asking that the State 
Highway department maintain what 
was formerly 
a state 
road over 
Jack’s Mountain, while the depart­ 
ment is making repairs on the stretch 
of roadway from Fairfield to Zora, 
was presented to Highway Commis­ 
sioner George C. Biles, Harrisburg, 
by Robert C. Miller, of Gettysburg, 
and a delegation of 
more than 50 
residents of Fairfield borough 
and 
Hamiltonban township, Thursday. 
On April 20 last, the State High­ 
way department relinquished aid on 
the road from 
Fairfield and across 
Jack’s Mountain, as a state road, and 
took over what is know' as the lower 
road from Fairfield to Zora and start­ 
ed repairs 
on the stretch of 
about 
four miles. 
Either the Jack’s Mountain or the 
Zora route could be utilized by trav­ 
elers wishing to reach the Waynes­ 
boro ’pike. However, while the Zora 
route is under construction, as it is 
at present, traffic, for the time being, 
must go by way of Jack’s Mountain. 
The latter road was formerly main­ 
tained by 
the state, 
but in recent 
years, has not been kept up. 
The 
township, likewise, has spent nothing 
for repairs on this road, with the re­ 
sult that in dry weather, the road is 
deep in dust and in wet weather is 
almost equally impassable because of 
mud. 
On the Jack’s Mountain slope, 
the road is covered with stones and 
numerous gullies cross it. 
Repairing of the 
Zora road was 
started threq weeks ago, by the State 
Highway Department. 
The repairs 
were not given out by contract but 
are being 
done by 
the department 
force. 
Crushed stone is being used 
in the w’ork.

ordered and will be installed upon 
their arrival.

five weeks would elapse before the 
plant would be in operation again. 
This plant is a branch of a sim­ 
ilar brick making establishment lo­

management, had sufficient orders to 
keep them running full time from 
the first of the year. 
A reserve at 
the local plant of about one and one- 
half million face bricks was cleaned 
out some time ago.

Hon on the morning 
of July I, 
the 
day the battle of G ettysburg opened. 
I had three brigades, then commanded 
by General McIntosh, General Irwin 
G regg, who was my cousin and Colonel 
H uey. 
I ordered Colonel Huey back 
to Manchester to guard 
my baggage 
tra in . 
I 
passed 
from 
Manchester 
across York County to Hanover Junc­ 
tion 
on a forced march, 
and arrived 
there shortly after General S tu art and
